CATTLE RETURNS 

With high interest rates, costly lab- 
or and big prices ‘fot feeds, the raising 
of live stock on the farm is becoming 
more and ‘more a proposition’ requir- 
ing business methods. Apart from first 
costs in securing good — foundotion 
stock, it costs just about as much to 
feed and market scrub cattle as it does 
‘prime’ animals—and the latter will 
often bring double the price or more. 
Following is the result of a ‘demonstra 
tion at one of the big experimental 
farms as reported by the press. 

Two two-year-old steers, fed alike 
for five and one-half months in the 
feed lot, were slaughtered and a. com- 
parison of the.carcasses made. One 
dressed é¢arcass weighed 175 pounds; 
this’steer came from: a herd headed by 
a pure bred Hereford sire. The other 
one weighed’ 470 pounds; it was a:com 
mon, steer without breeding. 

When marketed the better animal 
brought 19 cents a pound wholesale, 
while the scrub brought only 12 cents, 
The difference in weight, gave ‘the 
Hereford steer a money value more 
than double that of thé common steer 
The dressing percentage of ‘the Here- 
ford, was 61 per cent. and that of the 
scrub only 42 per cent, 

- Canada ‘is going in more extensively 


for mixed farming. But simply buy- 
ing a few cattle will not solve the 
problem of the wheat gambler. His 


stock venture will merely prove to bel 
. 1 
another gamble if he does not select 


animals of the proper type and provide 
for feeding and marketing them in a 
scientific way. It all comes down io 
a question of putting the farm on a 
business basis.—Financial Post.

AID 
OTTAWA.—AS a result of the re- 

commendations made:by Dr. Tory, 

before the banking and commerce 


committee of the. House, who favors|- 


the government taking at this session, 
emergency measures to meet the pres- 
sing debt situation among the farmers 
of the West it is proboble that the gov 
ernment may ask parliament for enab 
ling legislation that would empower 
it to make advances to the provinces 
on the same principle as those made 
for housing and for highways. 

It is impossible to say what amount 
will be named, but Dr. Tory, who was 
loath to suggest a figure, thought that 
a sum not exceeding $10,000,000 would 
meet the needs of the situation’ just 
now. He did not think that more 
could : very well be handled. Larger 
sums were suggested by some mem- 
bers, but Dr. Tory refused to be drawn 
out in support of them. 

There is no doubt that Dr. Tory’s 
views have made a strong impression 
on the conymittee, and that on the 
whole, it is ready to back hint up. The 
demand for relief comes the strongest 
from Alberta, but the suggestion — re- 
specting such advances had hardly 
been made when Mr. Caldwell from 
New Brunswick spoke strongly on the 
need of doing something for his pro- 
vines.’ This brought out the fact that 
any provision made would have to be 
of a Dominion-wide character 

The question then came up, what 
was to be done about the pressing sit- 
uation now existing in the West, and 
which called, for immediate action, Dr 
Tory admitted that this would hardly 
wait on the passage of such legislation 
as had suggested, so under the circum- 
stances, the best course to take would 
be to-have the government secure 
from parliament the power to make 
advances of the housing and highway 
schemes. This would meet the — situa- 
tion until he desired permanent sys- 
tem could be worked. out. 

Through questions put. by Hon. H. 
H. Stevens it came out that there are 
three groups of’ farmers, The first 
class consists of those who being en- 
tirely, solvent, have good: mortgage 
security and easily get loans; the sec- 
ond class is made up of those whose 
security is not quite as good; whils 
the third class, which is found chiefly 
in the northwestern states, has not 
security of a nature that can secure 
for them the necessary advances, 

It soon came out that the third 
ciass could not be helped through such 
an organization as the U. S. farm 
loan board and the question arose, 
what was to be done with them? 

It was admitted by’ Dr.’ Tory that 
probably quite a number of western 
farmers would go into insolvency, and 
that it was better that this should be 
recognised, The trouble was that und- 
er the debt-adjusting functions of pro- 
vincial officers, complusion could not 
be exercised, and it was considered ad 
visable that the Bankruptcy. Act 
should be amended so as to give pow- 
er to. wind up farmers in this State. 

One of the ideas is that the affairs 
of these insolvents shall be adjusted 
so that they may be permitted to work 
themselves back into a_ condition 
where they can provide the security 
that will enable them to take advan-

Where 
annual ‘weeds’ such as wild oats, 
French weed and Russian thistle, are 
in the majority, the weeds should be 
allowed to make a fair growth | and 
time given alt the ‘seeds to germinate 
‘before being ‘cultivated, as this makes 
certain that all the growth is! déstroy- 
ed. On the other hand, with perennial 
weeds, such as couch grass ‘or perenn- 
ials sow tlrstle, jit is necessary to 
prevent the wecds from making any 
growth; and to this end cultivations 
must be frequent and the coil kept as 
tearly black As possible. - 

The frequency of the cultivation 
which may be necessary will depend 
entirely on the séason and the’ weed 
growth, and must be governed by 
these two factors. | 

The: kind of mplements to use for 
the work will depend a little on local 
conditions, but, generally speaking, 
the smoothing harrow and. the disc 
should not be used to any great extent 
in cultivating the summer-fallow, One 
or both,, of them may be desirable for 
the first cultivation after plowing, but 
after that, in ‘almost every instanct, 
the duck-tooth cultivator will give the 
most satisfactory results. It dogs not 
pulverize the ‘soil like the disc and 
smoothing harrow, and yet it-is an ef- 
ficient weed destroyer. 

For annual weeds the widest tecth 
will usually be most efficient in de- 
stroying weeds, while with the peren- 
nials, narrower teeth will give better.
